The Electricity Supply Bill received a 
second reading yesterday in Dail Eireann. 

If the bill becomes law in its present 
form, the Executive Council will appoint 
a board that will control the Shannon. 
power scheme and all their electrical 
undertekings im the Free Siate. 

The Labour Party and members of the 
Farmers’ Party expressed approval of the 
principle of the bill. Mr. W. Hewat 
criticised some of the sections strongly, 
and said that he was opposed to the 
creation of an absolute monopoly.

As this was to be a State monopoly it was 
wise that it should be worked a Board, 
and the Government should consider whether 
that Board should be entirely appointed by 
the State. He «nderstood that in Belgium, 
where there was a committee to administer 
the State railways, the majority was 
appointed by the State, but there was a 
minority selected from lists supplied in part 
-á the workers and in part bv the users oí 
the railways. 

Mr. W. Hewat said that in the bill they 
had nationalisation carried to the fullest 


all piivate enterprise. y 

laid down in the bill a principle which he 
was afraid was growing in the country—the 
confiscation of property. 

In this case confiscation applied not only 
to the property of municipal Sodies that had 
erected generating stations, but also to pri- 
vate e se. It was proposed that no 
allowance whatever should be given to any 
municipal rndertaking which was taken over, 
and Boge Rey the oo to disregard 
any c there might be in comparison 
of cost of electricity.

Referring to the appointment of the Board, 
which, he said, the Minister had impressed 
upon the House, would be in an independent 
position, he ventured to say that the infer- 
ence to be drawn would seem to make any 
remarks on that subject perfectly futile. The 
appointment of that Board would be in the 
hands of the Executive Council. It would 
consist of a chairman and others, and their 
appointment would be terminable at any time 
up to five years, but certainly at the end of 
five years. If they had arrived at that condi- 
tion of mind that they could. visualise that a 

so appointed would be entirely inde- 
pendent. it would be a different matter. 

The Minister fo. Justice We have. 

Mr. Hewat—I congratulate you, and would 
like to think so, but I do not. (Laughter.) 
NOT INDEPENDENT. 

Continuing, he said that there was nothing 
between the Minister and the consumers ex- 
cept that Board, which, he maintained, ap- 

inted as it was, could not be independent. 

e considered the bill arbitrary, and the 
only appeal anybody would have would be 
to the Arbitrator, who would be appointed 
Sí the Minister. While they believed that, the 

inister wuld do his utmost to have an inde- 
pendent arbitrator appointed—and they hoped 
that he would continue for an indefinite 
period in his office—yet in politics they had 
no rantee that the same person would 
hold office for any time: 

The bill meant monopolistic control of the 
whole industry, The Minister said that he had 
examined many systems of State control 
and referred in particular to Sweden. In 
Sweden there was no State monopoly. There 
was a State power supply, which was only 
sufficient for about 35 per cent. of the con- 
sumption. Private enterprise was not only 
active there, but was encouraged. The 
municipal guthorities of Sweden were free 
to compete ; but, under the bill, the municipal 
power station in Dublin would be controlled 
as as and percel oí the State monopoly. 

Government’s attitude with regard to 
small undertakings in rural areas was that 
they had no right to live, and that they 
should clear out of trade at any time that 
the Government wished. Those were very 
drastic proposals. | 

Like most of their Acts, the. bill was 
modelled on the Act in Great Britain, but in 
Great Britain private enterprise was en- 
couraged, but unnecessary competition was 
eliminated. 

Mr. Alfred Byrne said that the powers of 
the Board were far too sweeping. They 
tended to discourage private enterprise and 
jnitiative, and everyone would be forced back 
into the position of blaming the Government 
and looking to the Government for every: 
thing. e treatment it was proposed to 
extend to local undertakings which were to 
be taken over ap to be very unfair. 

Mr. Baxter said that he doubted whether 
the Mia é a temporiry board would 
be sound. question was whether five 
years woul be too short a perio: for the 
members of the board to justify themselves. 
The board. must understand the people and 
their problems, and while he did not suggest 
the appointment of oem without technica) 
knowledge they should have amongst their 
Sam le men who would be able 
view of iculture.

He asked the Minister to inform the House 
to what extent competition to supply elec- 
tricity at a possibly cheaper rate than that 
which would be supplied by the Shannon 
scheme could be allowed to continue with- 
out detrimental effect on the general success 
of the Shannon scheme. It did not seem 
to him that the scheme necessarily meant 
a monopoly. He did not think that anybody 
could with certainty say that the Shannon 
scheme would be able to supply all the de- 
mands for electrical power in the State in 
future: It was possible there would be 
other schemes working along with the 
Shannon scheme, ond these things would 
have to be kept in mind all the time by the 


Control Board. 
BOARD'S RESPONSIBILITY. 

The whole success of the scheme would 

depend on the personnel of the Board. There 
was a great deal to be said for the appoint- 
ment of a Board for such a short time as 
five years. The members should be as free 
as possible to work out a scheme without 
undue criticism, certainly criticism from 
the political point of view. The first choice 
might not be the best. 
» They should get the best possible men for 
the Board, and should go outside Ireland for 
them, if necessary. f the scheme was 
worked properly it would not do injury io 
other stations working at present, 

Mr. Norton said that the bill should con- 

tain some provision to allow local authorities 
to extend their areas. It would be a very 
good thing if powers were given to local 
authorities to combine and work as a single 
electrical undertaking. 
The scheme was now fairly well on the 
way, and he would like the Minister to 
ive them some iniormatian as to the charges 
or electrical energy at such places as 
Mullingar, Donegal, Dublin, Mallow. and 
other districts. He submitted that a pension 
heme for employés under the Board ought 
to be conside 

Mr. M. J. Hennessy considered that pro- 
vision should be made for the manufacture in 
the Free State of electrical apparatus. 

Mr. Corish said that there ‘vere worse 
things than nationalisation ani Socialism. 
There was, for instance, the shipping 
monopoly. It would be a good thing if the 
Government got control in that direction. 

MINISTER'S REPLY. | 

Mr. McGilligan, closing the debate, dealt 
with the question of the independence of the 
Board. 


There were, he said, points at which 
debates could be raised in the House, but 
if the bill passed, there could be no dis- 
cussion on estimates, af no Parliamentary 
questions about the Board. 

Mr, Davin asked whether there would be 
any interference with the Board from the 
Minister or his department. 

Mr. McGilligan—None whatever. There 
would be presented to the Oireachtas, he 
added, an annual report, and on that, pre- 
sumably, there could be a debate. 

He did not think it necessary to define 


should be Irishmen and subjects of the State. 
If the first Board was going to be composed 
of Irishmen, there was no reason why subse- 
quent Boards should not be similarly com- 
posed. Once the Board was set up, he per-. 
sonally had no interest in it or responsibility 
for it. If the Executive Council found it 
necessary to remove a member of the Board, 
the reasons for that decision would have to 
be Jaid before both Houses of the Oireachtas. 

As to political pressure, he did not see 
how they could possibly tighten up the clause 
whic.. governed the appe:ntment. The five 
years’ term of appointment was only put 
down to test the feeling of the House. The 
first five or six years were going to be the 
hardest, and there might have to be numerous 
changes in that period. A difficulty he feared 
was that, for such a short term, they might 
not be able to get really good men, having 
regard to the expert knowledge and the 
onerous character of the duties, 

FARMERS’ INTEREST. 

He agreed with Deputy Baxter that they 
should have men on the Board who under- 
stood agriculture, and would be able to talk 
to farmers on that subject. He would not, 
however, go the length of appointing direct 
represeentatives of particular interests, as he 
did not want the Board, in the first instance, 
} to find itself ranged on either side of the 
table on lines of cleavage. 

As to the non-Statutory undertakings the bill 
was vague, because it would require months 
of examinatior by the Board to arrive at a 
proper knowledge of the affairs of these 
concerns. 

The Board would have ful] powers to get 
into the position of being sole _ suppliers. 
From what he had seen in other countries 
he was satisfied that the sooner the Board 
got into that position the better, because 
of the enormous benefits to be derived from 
it, even though compensation would have to 
be paid on a fairly generous scale. 

Concerning the position of employees in 
present undertakings the Minister said that 
the only people likely to be affected were 
those connected with generating stations, 
and provision would be made to meet their 
case. He was unable to say what the cost 
of the electrical energy would be at any 
given town. 

The bill could not be regarded as giving 
State control. It was a facility given by the 
State to bring about the amalgamation and 
consolidation of the electricity supply in the 
country. 

The second reading was carried and the 
next stage fixed for next Tuesday week. 

The House adjourned tiJl next Tnesday at 
5. o'clock.

Free State Emigrants. 

Last year’s statistics of emigration from 
‘the Irish Free State show a small 
‘yeduction upon those for the preceding 
year. In 1924 the total number was 
19,077; in 1925 it leaped to 30,180, and in 
1926 it was 30.041. The State cannot 
boast, therefore, that its constructive work 
during the twelve months of 1926 ad any 
appreciable effect in kéeping the people 
at home. There has been a remarkable 
consistency in the appeal of certain over- 
seas destinations to emigrants from the 
twenty-six counties. In 1925 the number 
which’ went to the United States was 
26,451; Canada attracted 1,858, Australia 
1,076, and 815 persons went to other 
places outside’ Europe. Last year 26,063 
went to the United States, 1,989 to 
Canada, 1,267 to Australia and 722 te 
other places. The comparative figures 
reveal a very slight shifting of Free State 
emigration towards the Dominions of the 
British Commonwealth at the expense of 
the United States, It was so slight, 
indeed, as to seem almost negligible; yet 
it may portend a widening breach with 
the tradition which during nearly a 
century has dedicated so much of our 
sountry’s young life to the needs of New 

rk, Chicago, Boston and Philadelphia. 
The Free State has been an equal partner 
in .the British Commonwealth for more 
than four years, but her people have been 
slow to recognise the privileges of their 
new status. Last year’s Imperial Con- 
ference, however, did a great work of 
education in two ways. It convinced al] 
Irishmen that they were really free of 
every part of the world's mightiest 
Empire and would be received in every 
part, not as strangers, but as kinsmen. 
It advertised the opportunities of Canada 
and Australia—lands crying for a vigorous 
and industrious 
develop the vast wealth of their natural 
resources. The Free State’s emigration 
returns~at the end of the present year 
will reveal the results of this enlighten- 
ment. They may show a substantial fall 
in the number of emigrants to the United 
States, even though that country’s threat 
of a reduced Free State “‘quota’’ may 
not be fulfilled.

The news from China’-to-day is that a 
battle, “which may. be decisive, is now 
raging along a wide front between the 
Cantonese and the troops of General 
Chang Tsun -chang, defending Shanghai. 
The battlefield at its nearest point is only 
about twenty miles from that place. It 
is related, however, that the forces of 
General Chang, in spite of their desperate 
resistance, have lost two towns on the 
Taipu Lake line, and that their railway 
communication with Nanking is cut. 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin, the war lord of 
Peking, who has been inactive for so long, 
is said to be now attacking the Cantonese 
from the West, and driving back, with 
heavy losses, the forces holding up his 
advance ‘through: the Province of Honan. 
It is thought «here that the menace in. 
dicated by his. attack has forced the hands 
of the Cantonese generals. Further news 
regarding the fighting 1s looked for with 
interest, since Shanghai is the objective 
in any case. '

Rubber Restriction. 


Rubber restriction has been mu 
cussed in the City of London during the 
past few days, particularly with regard t 
the Stevenson scheme and the publicatio 
of figures showing a drop in the British 
percentage of the world’s production since 
its introduction. In some quarters it is 
held that the scheme has an importan 
effect on cohsumption, and it is pointed 
out that last year,’ for the first time, con- 
sumption degreased, This, it is claimed, 
was due mainly to the high price and the 
determination .of _American users to 
economise and reclaim rubber, wherever 
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men. As draughted, the bill, we are told, 
will vest extensive powers over control of 
building designs in the hands of the civic 
authorities. We hope that. the Free State

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LECTURES. 
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TWENTIETH CENTURY 
PAINTING IN FRANCE. 

In the third of this. season’s series of 
Hermione Lectures at Alexandra College, 
Dublin, yesterday, Mr. Hubert Wellington 
dealt with the experimental phases of paint- 
ing in the 20th century in France, which, 
in complete. antithesis. to. impressionism, 
developed ideas of abstract design. The main 
challenge of such work, he said, lay in setting 
aside the idea that painting must necessarily 
respect appearance of the natural world. The 
French painter and critic, Maurice Denis, 
wrote :—‘‘ Let us remember that before a 
picture is a representation of a man, a horse, 
a battle scene, or a landscape, it is a plane 
surface, covered with lines and colours 
assembled in a certain order.” 

The difficulty of most people arises from 
the immense range that the word ‘‘ picture "’ 
is expected to cover—from a prosaic record 
of people or landscape to a lyrical expression 
in design, in which the material is. the vehicle 
for the flash of spirit. Both extremes may 
be interesting. 

The growth of museums and the facility 
with which photography has brought to the 
painter’s door the art of Japan, China, Persia, 
Crete, and Africa, give him stimulating sug- 

estions and ideas from the 
ease him from the fetish of Greek sculpture 
of the 5th century B.C. as a necessary ideal. 

In this way the parallel might be suggested 
with the stimulus afforded to Italian artists 
in the 15th and 16th centuries by the taking 
up of the Roman and Greek remains. 

Lantern slides were shown of pictures by 
Matisse, who, from impressionistic begin- 
nings, developed a strong, rythmic, and 
decorative art, in which he Followed a subtle, 
natural instinct and intuitive sense, often 
with great beauty. 


THE CUBIST MOVEMENT. 

Picasso, the Spaniard living in Paris, who, 
more than any other individual, was respon- 
sible for a movement known as Cubism, is 
an extremely inventive and ingenious arti

The insistence in such painting of 
geometric shapes and constructions led to the 
nickname of ‘‘ Cubist.’” Many of its. traits 
could. be found in the art of. past periods, 
though really associated with more realistic 
qualities. Braque, Leger, Gris, and_ other 
contemporaries work in a. similar direction, 
with: easily recognised: -distinction, arising 
from their different personalities. 

The period of rigid Cubism seems now to 
have passed, but its influence as a vehicle 
of discipline and a corrective to sketchy and 
vague intuitions has been valuable. Painters 
like Segonzac, Moreau, and Marchand experi- 
enced this: discipline, and are now painting 
with a strong sense of natural presentation 
of their subjects and with.a rich use of paint, 
pictures of great power and vitality.

PROCEEDING 
DICTIONARY. 


The annual report of the Council, which 
was read at, the general meeting of the Royal 
Irish Academy, held at the Academy House, 
Dawson street, Dublin, yesterday, stated 
that work had been proceeding on the 
Academy's dictionary of the Irish language. 
Steps had been taken to obtain fresh assist- 
ance in preparing the catalogue of Irish MSS. 
for publication. If ‘sufficient funds were 
assured, it was hoped that two scholars 
would be kept continuously employed on this 
work, 

When the School of Irish Learning was 
finally dissolved in 1926 the Academy under- 
took the responsibility of continuing to pro- 
duce Hriu, which. had been founded as the 
journal of the school. — Last year ru 
appeared for the firs: time under the 
auspices Of the Academy. Owing to the 
increased Government grant for library pur- 
poses it was possible to make some headway 
with binding books in the library. Altogether 
about 1,600 volumes hac’ been bound. 

KEEPERSHIP OF ANTIQUITIES.

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KERNEL OF THE FARMING | GIANT. INCUBATORS. 
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WHAT ELECTRICITY CAN DO. 


cc (BY R. BORLASE MATTHEWS.) . 

In terms: of Ls. a six hundred-egg 
capacity incubator performs.a complete hatch 
with á. current consumption of 103 units. 
Supposing that electricity be obtainable, ae it 
prebably will be; at -threepence per unit, the 
cost of the hatch is 25s. 9d. . Now, food for 
sufficient hens for three weeks to perform a 
similar hatch would come to 3ls. ód., “in 
addition. to which it is easy to see that one 
electric..incubator would take a lot. less, Jook- 
ing after than fifty hens. 

li is little wonder that with such a com- 
bined saving of money and time as has been 
outlined above, artificial incubation is getting 
hold of the poultry farmers, of this country. 
Of course, an-incubator needs intelligence in 
working. Unless the owner is prepared to 
study.the knack of it, he had better be con- 
tent to leave the job to the hen—and lose the 
money hermight, be making. 

An incubator with-a capacity of six. hundred 
eggs has: been mentioned aboye, but this 1s a 
reatively small atiair, as electric incubators 
cun now be purchased with capacities of any- 
thing up to 10,000 eggs, and the larger the 
incuvator. the more prutitable is it as a specu- 
iation. - Besides having heating elements, these 
giant hatching~boxes have also electrically 
operated fans, which provide breezes ot 
zephyr-like sweetness,. which also ensure that 
the eggs in the corner of the tray get as: good 
treatment as those in the middie. The ease 
with which the temperature can be controlled 
with an electrically operated incubator ts one 
of the chief points in its favour—too often in 
the past have eggs been cooked, rather than 
hatched, because the source of heat was under 
imperfect control. 

Incubator designers try to make the action 
of their apparatus as nearly like the natural 
process as possible. For instance, the hen turns 
her eggs during the hatching period (incidentally 
occasionally breaking one in so doing), and, 
in imitation of this, modern incubators. are 
designéd so that they can be turned as they 
lie on the trays—but without smashing any. 
One British incubator goes so far as to simu- 
late the efféct of the hen’s naftral animal 
magnetism, by creating an. electro-magnetic 
field inside the incubator : the effectiveness of 
this has, however, yet to be corroborated. 

There are now mammoth .electric fan- 
operated incubators in use in Scotland, Lanca- 
shire,. Yorkshire, Berkshire, Kent, Sussex, 
Surrey,:and Shropshire that operate like small 
factories, for every Tuesday and Friday you 
take live chickens out oí the bottom - tray, 
and put in eggs on the top tray. Of course, it 
takes*the usual three weeks ‘for the eggs to 
hatch, -as in the ordinary. incubator, but. -the 
difference is this—the eggs which incubate 
best. are. those which are put in fresh. Now 
often eggs are waiting a whole fortnight for 
the next hatch to’ commence, but wit this 
new method eggs cannot be more than days 
old when the incubation. period starts. 

In this country, the day-old chick business 
is largely confined to pedigree birds, whieh is 
by no means the case in America, as witness 
the existence of the International Baby Chick 
Association formed to encourage the trade of 
supplying commercial birds to farmers’ and 
others. Perhaps the day will come when a 
rural electrical supply will make it a cottage 
industry in this country.

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72 pans of 6 pullets each for -the filth period 
of four weeks ended on 4th March, 1927, the 
majority of the moulting pullets have now 
recovered and have begun to lay. This and 
improved weather conditions have ““e- 
sulted in a considerable increase in egg pro- 
duction. The average nufmber of eggs per 
pullet -reached 17.27, as compared. with 16.7 
for the corresponding period last year. The 
highest average is to the credit of the White 
Leghorns—viz., 18.24, as compared with 
17.62 for the White Wyandottes.

TO PASTURE,

Grass seeds are ustally sown with a grain 
crop following a mature root or potato crop. 
Such land is usually clean, so that it is only 
necessary to see that the seed bed is fine 
and firm, 
with soutch grass or other weeds, and not 
in good heart—it is more advisable to ' sow 
another manured cleansing crop’ before in- 
curring. the expense of laying, down to pas- 
ture. The indifferent results frequently ‘ob- 
tained even where good mixtures were sown 
are usually due to these factors....An appli- 
cation of lime, say. from.

Selection of Seeds Mixture.—An examina- 
tion of existing pastures in ‘the making of 
which seed mixtures were ‘used is advised. 
This gives a clear idea of what grasses do 
well and what grasses die out rapidly on the 
individual farm. An opinion can also be 
formed as to what grasses are likely to spring 
up naturally when the land is under grass 
for a few years. On this basis, and on this 
basis only, can a farmer make.up a. mixture 
which will give him the best ‘restlts. 

It is suggested that the foHowing mixture, 
which has given good results on average 
soils in many districts, may be used as a 
basis on which modifications may be made 
to suit local ‘conditions :—

TS FOR CALVES 
AND PIGS. 


—— 


With the intention of demonstrating the 
value of crushed oats-as-a food for calves 
and, at the same time, comparing it directly 
with the imported food maize meal—so widely 
used for calf feeding—experiments were .ccn- 
ducted: during: the past: two Seakons, “uider 
the auspices of the Department of-Lands and 
Agriculture. °° id : 

There was no substantial difference in the 
average live weight. increase produced by the 
two foods, but the advantage was slightly in 
favour of the calves fed on crushed outs, and 
this, taken in. conjunction with the reports 
fxom differents centres shows that ‘crushed 
dats is a more efficient calf food-than maise 
meal. Moreover, oats is usually sold at a 
lower rate than maize meal, hence farmers 
have every inducement to use crushed oats 
for calf feeding in preference to maize meal 
or other. expensive imported food-stuffs. 

Experiments have also shown that crushed 
oats can, with advantage, be used to replace 
maize meal to the extent’ of one-third of the 
total meal ration. Therefore, in’ districts 
where purchased meals are mainly relied upon 
for pig feeding, and: where supplies’ of oats 
are available, farmers would: be “well advised 
to use a portion of the latter. Assuming that 
less than 4tb. meal -equivalent can produce 
lib. pork live weight, it. will’ be found that 
no more economical way. of disposing of oats 
could be found than by using it in conjunction 
with other meals- for. -fattening pigs. . The 
quantity of oats’ should not exceed one-third 
of the total meal ration, and for very young 
pigs they aré’ not recommendéd; “except iD 
very small quantities, finely ground. | 


Value. of Barley Meal, 


Another valuable Substitute for maize meal 
for pig feeding is barley meal, Exyeriments 
have. demonstrated that it is equally as good 
for the purpose, and that the bacon produced 
trom, pis fed, on-barley meal is usually firmer 
and Of better quality ‘than that from maize- 
fed pigs. A still wider use of barley’ for this 
purpose is, however, desirable. % 

Recent experiments have also shown that 
wheat meal, mixed with biatley méal in the 
proportion of two of barley to one of wheat 
is better for fattening pigs thanva ration com- 
posed of two parts of maise meal and one 
part of palm nut meal, Separated milk or 
skim milk can be used to replace portion of 
the meal ration, thereby reducing the cosf of 
feeding.

lbs. provide exactly the nutrients necessary 
for the production of a gallon of milk... Sup- 
pose that Indian meal is the exclusive con- 
centrate in use, and that high-yielding cows 
requiring concentrates were kept, Indian meal 
contains 7 per cent. protein and 81 per cent. 
starch equivalent ; 1lb. therefore yields .071b. 
protein and .811b. starch equivalent. To 
‘supply .6lb. protein, the quantity for produc- 
tion of a gallon of milk would require 
.6 + .07—Silbs., while, on the other hand, 
there would be a waste of the starchy 
elements to the extent of 44lbs. starch equiva- 
lent per gallon. Thus the use of an un- 
balanced ration is not only more costly, but 
also wasteful. In a similag manner the ex- 
clusive use of decorticated cotton cake could 
he shown to. be les «conomical than a 


balanced mixture. 
Varying Demands. 


The different farm animals show varying 
demands for the different nutrients according 
to age and the nature of the ultimate pro- 
duct. After many investigations, Kellner 
devised standard rations for the various 
classes of stock. In these ‘‘feeding stan- 
dards ” the- daily requirements are stated in 
net weights of the various nutrients per 1,000 
lbs. live weight of the animal. An examina- 
tion of these will. show that in proportion to 
their size younger animals can lw 
larger quantity of nutrients. This is ex: 
plained partly by their possession of a more 
vigorous appetite and hy their faculty of 
converting protein into flesh. i

Essential Nutrients 


The limit to efficient production is the 
amount of an essevtial nutrient which is jn 
the lowest proportion in the ration, Zuntz’s 
horse died of starvation while. surrounded by 
wheat straw, an example of the folly of a 
search for two grains.of corn in a bushel of 
chaff. The explanation of the horse’s death 
was protein deficiency. A horse requires for 
maintenance .1.0lb, protein per day per 1,000 
lbs. live weight. Wheat straw contains .7 
per cent. protein, and to, supply. his needs the 
horse must eat 140lbs, per day, which .a 
beyond. the normal capacity of his 
appetite. Zuntz’s horse died. in the cause of 
science, but efficiency is- daily sacrificed 
through failure to grasp the significance of 
discoveries such as the experiment with 
Zuntz's horse and'a thousand other feeding 
trials went to. unveil. 

Computation of ‘balanced rations. becomes 
easy with practice, and discloses a fruftful 
field to the inquiring feeder: Cardinal points 
of value in a foodstuff are its percentages of 
protein and of starch equivalent. Taken in 
conjunction with suitability and palatability, 
these ct as she best guide to the economic 
purchaser.
